lear Gentlemen? 


After completing the audit of the financial statements of the 
Town of Fittsfield for the year ending December 31, 1989, I would 
like to comment on a few items which have come to my attention, 


As a follow up to my last year’s management letter, there were 
two items that I am repeating my comments. Oneéy an investigation 
into the special governmental cash funds should continue to be 
made to determine the legal use of the funds which are 
segregated. Turing 1988, the George Bunker Trust Fund had been 
researched which enabled the administration to use the funds 
which were previously inactive, 


The second comment which was also mentioned last year as that 
procedures should be set up to collect taxes. The uncollected 
taxes should not be allowed to wait until the last moment (ie tax 
deeded to the town) to be received. Fosting of the uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes in the local paper and calling taxpayers 
with overdue amounts to schedule payments might help to allevinte 
cash flow shortages. Any taxpayer who has an uncollected tax 
balance which goes through the tax lien procedure has their name 
submitted to the credit burenu by the register of deeds office. 
Notification of this fact might help to collect accounts from 
people who consider their tax bill as their last obligation to 
paye I strongly suggest that there should be procedures set up 
to actively collect these overdue amounts. 


Turing the yeor, questions were asked to the town regarding the 
Carpenter Memorial Library. According to RSA 2O2-Ay the trustees 
of the fund should expend all income received during the yenr. 


Any balance remaining at the end of the yenr does not 
specifically have to be returned to the sources but instend the 
trustees must provide a statement and explanation of any 


unexpanded balance. Any money received for fines and payments 
for lost and damaged books should be Kept in a separate non- 
lapsing fund and shall be used for the purchases of books, in 
addition to appropriations. 


The cooperation of all the Town’s employees in assembling the 
necessary records was greatly appreciated. If there are any 
questions plense feel free to contact me.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen began the term with three new Selectmen = in 
March 1990. At our first meeting we discussed our gonls for the 
community.+ Everyone agreed that the primary goal was to maintain 
a business approach to prudently administer the Town Kudget as 
appropriated by the voting public by working as o team with the 
Folicey Fire, Highway and Wastewater Departments in determining 
their legitimate needs in order for these departments to best 
serve the Town, 


The Selectmen have instituted some changes during the past 
year in an effort to get the most out of our tax dollars. The 
Selectmen have put into operation a Furchase Order System for use 
by all departments. The Selectmen have made it a practice to 
review each request for purchase from every department hend. We 
have discussed with our Folice and Highway Tepartment Heads the 
need to reduce the amount of tax dollars being spent on overtime 
pay of Town employees. Hoth of these departments have responded 
to our request of cutting back. Our Highway Department head, 
George Encheldery, gives much service to the Town without 
receiving extra compensation as do many members of the Folice 
Tepartmenty lead by Chief John Charron. 


The upgrading of our Wastewater Treatment Flant is well 
underway and 15 being managed by Chris Hipkiss. Chris has 
devoted much time and energy and has done an outstanding job. 


The Selectmen have worked well with the Fire Ttepartment and 
Rescue Squad this yenre We have had grent response and great 
Support from DTloug Stevensy the Fire Wards, and all members not 
only during emergency situntions but also for many Town 
activities such asi Old Home [Iny Forade, Santa Claus Visit, 
mounting of Christmas lights, and the Farades honoring our Sports 
Team. 


The Koard of Selectmen has experienced o general feeling of 
great communication and cooperation from all departments and the 
Selectmen thank them for this effort, 


The Selectmen have held open meetings every Friday from ?300 
aQems to 6300 poms. and were also available by special appointment 
in order to accommodate every citizen. The Selectmen made on-site 
Visitations to citizens properties and worked with many Towns 
people to solve problems regarding junk yardsy tire piles, rand 
problems, water problems, and sewer problems to name a few. The 
Selectmen strove to arrive at an equitable solution for all 
involved. 


The Selectmen have recently hired Mr. [avid Barker of 
Raymond, NH to fill the position of Town Administrator, Mrs 
Barker began his new position on February 4, 1991 and will be an 
excellent addition to our team, 


The Selectmen would like to thank our Henlth Office, Steven 
A+ Davisy for the many hours and the great effort he has expended 
for the betterment of the Town,

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ADMINISTRATION REPORT 


The Administration experienced several changes during 1990. 
Ralph Tilton was hired in January to replace Donald Morgado as 
Town Administrator. Mre Tilton resigned his position in November 
leaving a vacancy which was filled Februnry 4, 1991 by Tavid 
Barker af Raymond, 


At the end of May Donna Webber, Administrative Assistant, 
resigned her position. Following the resignation Shelley Johnson 
was promoted to this position leaving an opening for a 
Secretary/BookKeeper. In July Pamela Stackhouse was hired to 
Fill the Secretory/BookKeeper position. 


At the March Town Meeting it was voted to appropriate money 
to hire ai police secretary and «a Housing Standards Agency 
secretary. In May Arline Whynot was hired to work 32 hours per 
week, 20 hours for the Folice DTepartment and 12 hours for the 
Housing Standards Agency. 


In September, the office ran into an urgent situation with 
the computer. Because the computer memory was almost depleted a 
new computer system was purchased. The new system is much faster 
enabling us to Keep records updated very quickly. The new system 
now allows the Tax Collector to gain access to tax records more 


efficiently, The new system has three work stations, allowing 
the Administrative Assistant, Tax Collector and 


Secretary/BookKeeper access to the computer at all times. 


In November, the office staff and the Chief of Police 
organized Operation Santa, The response was overwhelming, 
enabled us to provide toys and galmes to approximately 60 
children. The staff intends to make this an annual project.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


turing 1990, the Fire [lepartment responded to a total 288 
calls. One hundred seventy three (173) of these were fire 
related, while the rest, one hundred fifteen (115) were for 
medical aid. While this represents a 30% decrense in medical aid 
calls from the previous yeory it represents a 13.1% increase in 
fire related calls. A summary of all calls is provided later in 
this report. 


[uring the yenr, we were finnlly able to complete the 
requirements from the Governor’s Energy Office in order to 
receive their final approval for a matching aid grant for an 
Energy Improvement to the Fire Station. This enabled us to 
install an oil-fired forced hot water furnace, to heat the areas 
in the station that were previously heated by electric baseboard 
heaters. This was installed in December and is now operational, 


Members continue to spend many hours training to hone their 
skills as well as maintaining the equipment and facilities. They 
have also spent many hours working on a Truck Committee studying 
Various alternatives and meeting with numerous company 
representatives in order to submit a proposal to the 19791 Town 
Meeting for a fire pumper to replace the 19644 fire pumper. 


This truck, the 1964 fire pumper,y is rapidly deteriorating 
both mechanically and in terms of its ability to pump, despite 
numerous attempts by various mechanics from several different 
service facilities to Keep it operational, It has gotten to the 
point where it is no longer reliable to use at emergencies, 


This past Folly the Fire Department Study Committee 
appointed by the selectmen, presented their report.

We look forward to the 
opportunity to work with the Board of Selectmen, the Budget 
Committee and anyone else interested in working towards 
implementing the committee’s recommendations. 


Volunteer help available during the daytime, (when over SSZ 
of our calls last year occurred), continues to be very low and at 
times non-existent, leaving the Town unprotected. We continue to 
seek volunteers willing to join the Department for either fire or 
EMS work or both. Even people who aren’t interested in emergency 
work, who are willing to provide non-emergency assistance would 
be grently appreciated. Anyone interested should contact me or 
any Department member. You may also leave o message at the Town 
Office. 


Lastly, I wish to thank everyone who has served on the Fire 
Tiepartment during the last year. Your dedication and hard = work 
for the Town of Pittsfield are something for which you can be 
proud of. Your efforts are very much appreciated,

The State of New Hampshirey Uaivision af Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1990, 
including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in 
Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division af Forests and Lands 
troined 844 local Wardens and Ueputy Wardens in the Incident 
Command System (ICS), an incident management system for all types 
of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of 
Class A foam in wildfire suppression.

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT 


Turing the first part of the winter of 1990, the Highway 
Tepartment was very busy Keeping the roads plowed and sandedy and 
snow removing from the downtown area. By the end of February, 
the snow dumps were filled to capacity. 


Mud se@nson was short, and we were able to start spring 
grading early. We clenned the sidewalks and streets in time for 
Memorial Dmyy and replaced a total of 295 feet of culverts, 
continuing the upgrade of drainage systems on out-of-town ronds,. 


[uring the summer, we cleaned the streets and sidewalks 
again for the 4th of Julyy and also for the Ealloon Rally. 
Grading of roads was continued as needed+ A new catch basin 
system was installed and the road shoulder was widened on Tilton 
Hill Road, from Berry Avenue to Bow Street, thereby improving the 
safety and access to the new Elementary School. We also assisted 
the Supt. of The Wastewater Treatment Flant in digging for 
underground installation of electrical cable to the new aerators, 
for the upgrade of the treatment plant. 


Turing the fall, we graded the ronds againy and continued 
our brush control program, delivering a total of 163 tons of 
wood chips to TIMCOQO. 


November and Tecember were very mild and the Highway 
epartment ended up with a surplus of money, 


Sidewalks were reconstructed this year on sections of Main 
Street and Carroll Street.

WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


The third step towards the upgrade of the Treatment Facility 
was completed last year with the installation of the new seration 
system. The work began in mid May with the trench work for 
the electrical conduct, following which the cnble runs were 
pulled. By the end of August most of the rough outside work was 
completed and new aerators had arrived from Germany. The Seven 
Fuchs spiral aerators purchased and installed by the Town is the 
first such installation in the United States. 


Turing September and October the equipment was assembled and 
Floated in the lagoons. Control panels were built and = final 
electrical equipment was purchased. During November the new 
units were secured in their proper places and final outside 
electrical work was completed. Qn the 28th of November the 
existing tube aeration system was shut down and removed from the 
BRlower building. The installation of the new electriconl cantrol 
equipment then begany and on the Sth of Tecember a new power 
cable was laid from the transformer to the old blower building. 


The next step will be to request a partial lifting of the 
connection moratorium and use the monies collected from the hook 
up fees to complete the upgrade. It should be noted that the 
work described above was completed almost entirely by town 
employees and thus saving the town a substantial amount of money,

(CNHRFC) is a valuntary association of 19 towns and the City of 
Concord in Merrimack and Hillsborough Counties, The Town of 
Fittsfield is a member in good standing of the Commission, 


The CNHRFC is organized under RSA 36%45-53 to prepare 
coordinated regional plans and to assist communities with local 
planning activities. 


OQur accomplishments over the last yenr include? 


Housing? We assisted communities in implementing the 
recommendations of Affordable Housing Needs in the Central 
Regiony published in 1989. The report identifies low and 
maderate income housing needs in the Region by municipality. 


Regional Flan: We prepared a draft of the land use element of 
the regional master plane The draft is scheduled for public 
hearing in February of 1991. 


Solid Waste? The Commission assisted the Central NH and 
Hopkinton-Webster Solid Waste Districts in obtaining state 
approval of their Solid Waste Management Plans. The Commission 
has assisted each district in the preparation of their plans and 
continues to assist with implementation. 


Recycling? The CNHRFC prepared a regional recycling status 
update, funded by a grant through the Governor’s recycling 
initiative. 


Household Hazardous Waste Collection: The CNHRFC organized its 
second household hazardous waste collection on October 13, 1990, 
with collection sites in Bow and Warner. Cosponsors were the 
Towns of Allenstown, Koscawen, Bow, Bradfordy Canterbury » 
Tunbartony Hopkinton, Fembrokey Sutton, Warner, Webster, and 
Wilmot and Wheelabrator Concord, LF, 


River Management and Protection: The Commission cosponsored the 
successful nomination of the upper Merrimack River to the NH 
Rivers Management and Frotection Frogram,. The Commission is 
cosponsoring the nomination of the Contoocook River this 
legislative session. 


Water Resource Management and Protection Plan (WRM&PP): The 
Reaverdam Brook Flan, encompassing parts of Boscaweny Snalisburyy 
and Webster i185 the first multi-town plan completed in New 
Hampshire. 


Geographic Information System (GIS)? The system, designed to 
map and manage geographic information, has been used in regional 
and town plans. 


During 1990 CNHRFC activities in Pittsfield included review 
and comment on the master plan goals and objectives statement, 
nssistance in revising the floodplain ordinance, providing 
information and contacts for grant sources for the Scenic Theatre 
renovation, providing planning board training materials, and 
providing information on aerial photography. The commission 
continues to actively support public participation in the enast- 
west highway study.
